“Soprember, 1917. 


“Poland—Rnussian Poland—ts per- 
ishing. And the German high com- 
mand, imbued with the Prussian sys- 


tem, is coolly reckoning on the neces- 
sities df n starving people to promote 
its imperial ends. 

“West Poland, which has been Prus- 
sian territory more than a hundred 
years, is a Alsappointment te Ger- 
many; its people obstinately remain 
Poles. This time they propose swifter 
measures. In two or three years, by 
grace of starvation and frightfulness, 
they calculate East Poland will be 
thoroughly made over into a German 
province. 

“In the great Hindenburg drive one 
year ngo, the country was completely 
devastated by the retrenting Russian 
army and the oncoming Germans. A 
million people were driven from their 
bomes. Half of them perished by the 
roadside, For miles and miles. when T 
saw the country, the way was littered 
with mudsonked garments and bones 
picked clean by the crows—though the 
larger bones had been guthered by the

Mr. Vernon Kellogg's statement is 
as follows: 

Saw Only Massacre and Ruin. 

“It was my privilege—nnd necessity 
—in connection with the work of the 
sommission for reiief in Belgium te 
spend several months at the great 
headquarters of the Germun armies is 
the west. nnd Inter to spend more 
months at Brusseis as the commis- 
sion's director for Belgium and occu- 
pied France. It was an enforced op 
portunity to see something of German 
practice in the treatment of a con 
quered people. part of whom (the 
French and the inhubitants of the Pel 
gian provinces of East and West Flinn- 
ders) were under the direct control of 
the Germann general staff and the sev- 
eral German armies of the west, and 
part, the Inhabitants of the seven other 
Belgian provinces, under the qunsk 
<ivil government of Governor General 
vou Bissing. I did not enter the occu- 
piled territories until June, 115, and 
30, of course, saw none of the actuat in- 
vasion and overrunning of the lund. 1 
anw only the graves of the massacred 
and the ruins of thelr towns.
